T., Oct. 1,—Adjutant General De- 
partment of the Platte, Omaha: This 
command, composed of three cow- 
pinies of cavalry, was met a mile 
south of Milk River by several hun- 
dred Ute Indians, who attacked and 
drove us to the wagon train 
with 
great loss. 
It becomes my painful 
duty to announce the death of Maj, 
Thcraburg, who fell in battle; t i e 
painful, but not serious wounding of 
Lieut. Haddock and Dr. Grimes; the 
killing of ten enlisted men and a wa- 
gon master, with the wounding of 
about twenty men and teamsters. 1 
am corralcd 
near the water with 
about three-quarters of my enemies 
killed. 
After desperate fighting since 
12 m, we hold our position. I shall 
strengthen during the night, and be- 
lieve we can hold out until reinforce- 
ments reach us, if they are hurried. 
The officers and men behaved 
with 
great gallantry. I am also slightly 
wound in two places.

They are feared by all other 
tribes, who can ill combat with them 
in their own homes. The country 
which they inhabit is very rugged, 
mountainous, heavily timbered, and 
just the place for ambuscades. Old In- 
dians arc united in saying that the 
l^tes are wily, hard fighters, and fero- 
cious, the bestatplanningambuscades. 
They are at the same time treacherous 
to the greatest degree, and though 
Maj, Thornburg expected they would 
remain peaceable, reported that he wa.«? 
nevertheless most vigilant and cau- 
tious. 
There is nothing to lead to the 
inference thsit he was otherwise than 
l)rave and intrepid, yet was caution 
itself and never impetuous. 
His early 
training 
in the .service 
amidst 
sccnes 
calculated to school him 
to 
bccome 
a 
cautious 
leader 
and a good judge in such matters, have 
commanded his attention and fitted 
him for just this sort of work. As pay- 
master and traveler he has been in 
varied scenes, tending to nerve him 
and keep him well balanced, winning 
for himself a high r^utation as a scout 
and Indian fighter. Therefore, the only 
inference that can be drawn ia that 
Thornburg did not blunder but fell 
into one of the most carefuly laid 
ambuscades, and could not extricate 
the brave fellows he had with him. 
The courageous act of the courier who 
brought the news deserves honorab'e 
mention, for though under cover of 
darkness it may be a difficult task to 
cut off" from the lines, yet on such 
nights as these, with the bright moon 
shining out, the deed is attended with 
great hazard. The military authori- 
ties are unanimous in the belief that 
tlie worst has been told, for Lieut. 
Payne, strongly entrenched near to 
the water, well provisioned, will fur- 
ther fortify himself by throwing up 
earthworks, which, with the wagon 
train, will enable him to hold his own 
till reinforcements appear, which will 
b j soon. 


DISPATCHING 
REINFORCEMENTS. 


The courier brought the news direct 
to Itawlins, and by 3 o'clock intelli- 
gence had been flashed to Fort Oma- 
ha, (Jen. Williams in less than a 
quarter of an hour was at work giving 
orders and consulting with Gen. Cook, 
who ii in Chicago, and ordering mat- 
ters of war. Gen. Merritt, at Fort 
Cheyenne, was telegraphed to and 
ord-red to the command of the ex- 
pedition, The message was carried 
by the operator, who delivered it at 
the hitter place, to the general's head-

Gen, Merritt at once began 
preparing for the expedition. The 
s ime was true of the arrangements at 
Camp Douglass and Salt Lake, and 
no time was. lost, but everything per- 
fected at short notice. A t Forts Mc- 
Pherson and Saunders this activity 
was duplicated. The Union Pacific 
Railroad worked in harmony with tii0 
military and troops, and all are now 
en route to Rawlins, from which point 
succor will be sent oQt.

D. P. Chamberlain, pres- 
ident of the prisoners' association, 
made an interesting half-hour address, 
detailing experiences in southern pris- 
ons. He was followed by Gen. J. W. 
Fuller, collector of customs, on be- 
half of the soldiers of Toledo. A re- 
sponse to these welcoming addresses 
was made by JMajor Moody, of the 
120th N. Y. G., returning thanks for 
the hospitable welcome and entertain- 
ment. 


After a tenor .solo by C. W. Glea- 
son, "Vive 1'America," Mrs. H, D. 
Walbridge read an original 
poem, 
written for the occasion by Miss E. R. 
Bouton, which 
provoked great en- 
thusiasm. 


Hon, J, F. Mack, of the S indusky 
Rcgis'er, made a felicitous speech, de- 
tailing his experience in New Orleans 
and other j)risons. 


Mrs J. D. Irwing recited ".Sheri- 
dan'rt Ride," which roused the boys to 
the highest pitch, thej' rising in their 
seats and cheering lustily. 


Old time prison song.s were sung, 
and all the old prisoners joined in the 
jubilee. 


To-morrow a grand parade of the 
prisoners, milit;iry, the United States 
steamer Michigan's men and citizens, 
will take place.
